Our Artillery 
has not yet begun to march; and fome believe the in- 
intended March of our Army, is but a Féinte, to draw 
the Enemy nearer to us and then toengage them in a 
Battle, which they cannot well avoid if they once pafs 
the narrow Defilez to approach us.. Our Army will 

obably continue 2 or 3 Days in the Camp which: we 
are about to take, and then will feparate and go into 
Winter-Quarters.
